Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on 
an application filed in France on 03/29/2004.

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art taken as a whole neither teaches no renders obvious the combination 
comprising the core including oppositely oriented faces each having a depression 
formed therein such that the depressions are oriented in opposite directions and 
at different angular orientations relative to the bore, two pairs of opposing flanges 
for mounting two rollers in spaced relationship to one another and to the core, a 
flat portion of a first of each pair of opposing flanges being seated within one of 
the opposing depressions of the core while the second flange of the same pair is 
mounted at a distance from the first flange so as to define a space there 
between.
